'Compiinj upon tho open marfcet, If 'wc 
remember rightly, Sir Tiomna Shaughi 
aessy admitted tliat the <)peratiou would, 
bo easy, and mentioned a sum. of fiftyj 
million dollars as siifflciont to accom- 
plish it. If the Canadian I'aclfie Kail- 
way Company threateus the lar-reaching 
combinations of Mr. Morgan and his 
associates r.othing would be move in 
liarmony witli their character and meth- 
ods thau to carry tho fight from the soa 
to tUu market and absorb .what tliey 
coiild not combat. This element in the 
situatiou doc-i not appear to have re- 
ceived public attention, bnt it is one 
which must be obvious to those concern-, 
od in this latest dcvoJopmeuL. After all, 
we have never boon .'unong tliose who 
have been unduly alarmed at the i^Mor- 
ganatic steamship combine. The real 
lompetitor of such an organization is 
the future. It must not bo forgotten that 
the ocean greylioiinds of to-day are lliix 
tranijis and liiilks of to-morpoiv. It; 
is iH).-isible indeed to acqiiii'O a Inrgei 
number of ships by the power of mil- 
lions of money. But so long as Great 
iBritain can boild and operate ships more 
economically than the United States, 
the future is more likely to minister to 
her maritiine domination than «uy ut-" 
tcmjit in tlie present to succeed iJi wrest- 
ing it from her. 



C-VNiVlDA TO THE BESOtHD, 

Much juliilati'in appe.lrs to have been 
iliduli,'ed ill i'^ lireat lii-itiiiii over tlie 
proiiiisiU of ll Cacau an r:ici!ic liuilway 
iCompauy to place a steamship line in 
operation be.ween Britisli and Canadian 
ports, lit ii; haCad jn all sides as nn 
effective coi::itor to he .Morgan steam- 
ship combiii'iiiou. That merger derives 
its strength rroai being operated in con- 
nection with a A-ery powerful railway 
system, or collection ul' railwny systems, 
and it is natural tluit in order to make 
opposition effective, the opposition should 
also be operated in connectiou with an 
independent railway system. A few 
years ago this project of a CanadiaJi 
fast steamship line wa.s the dream of 
a fe.w (.'nnailiiiii eutliiisiiists, who looked 
on it chielly as alTording a lietter oppor- 
tunity for tlie development of .Canadinu 
trade and commerce. To-day it is hail- 
ed by Great Britain as tlie salvation 
of IBritisli maritime interests in the 
iNorth Atlantic. We cannot quarrel with 
that. It measures tho vast ^listanco 
which Canada has traveled in the last 
few years, it indicates the great destiny 
now unfolding liol'oro lliis youii'.rest and 
greatest of iinglisli speaking nations. 
iDivino provideuco is the only ngenc.Vi 
to which wo can ascribe the preserva- 
tion of Canada to tho British Empire 
in an coonomic ami coiiiinercial sense; it 
is certainly ii"t due to any foresight oui 
the pni-t of Great Britain, and the Unit- 
ed States h.as been mcrcifullj- blind. 
'Suppose the T'liited (States had thrown 
her niarkels o|ieii to (,'anad;i, after I'on- 
feileration and instead of trying, to de- 
Htroy and eoonomicalty enslave our 
commerce, had placed us upon tho same 
bH«iness footing as llu> dilVereiiti St.ntes 
Of the I.'uiunI WIumh' ^v(lul(l Iiuiierial 
commercial interests be to-day? Wo 
should be so bound into the American 
business system as to increase, not 
minimize, its power against Imperial 
cominei'ce. But e(jually with Great 
Britain, the United States thought of 
Canada as both literally and metaphori- 
p'llly a barren field of snow. They have 
both awakened from their dream, the 
one to tind an ally, tho other a rival. The 
troniiuercial indiUerenco of Groat Jin- 
tain, the activo hostility of the United 
States, have driven Canada into an at- 
titude of aggressive commercial iiide- 
])eiiclence. Our growth on this accotnit 
lias been slow but infinitely sure, and 
nf length ovts day is at hand. The ne-( 
ccssity of meeting American designs on 
the trade of the North .Stlautio by 
means of a Canadian railway with a 
line of steamsliips operated in <'oiinec- 
tion witK it, should nwaken Great J'.ii- 
tain to the wider question, the neces- 
sity of protecting tho Britisli JCnipiie 
by its coimnercini consolidation. There 
is one point in connection with the Cun- 
ndian fast line on which we have seen 
lid comment, but whieli cannot surely 
have been overlooked. We remenilier 
very well nt tlie time the merger of the 
railway lines nowa reaching, citer the 
Atlantic steamship trade was perfected 
through the organization of tho Northern 
Securities Company, that it was ]iointod 
out how easy it would be to secure con- 
trol of the Canadian 'Pucifie Buihvay 



TE.MiMOK.VXCK. 

It is merely a secondary and deriva- 
tory use of the word temperance to up- 
l>ly it ti) abstinence from alooholic 
stimulants. The advocate of teniper- 
aiii-e in lliis restrictcil sense coiisiilers 
the use of alcoholic stinieJaEts as 
wrong J» itself, either bpsausa <,f their 
direct pITocIs upon f!.o Individ lal who 
u.-es iliein, or Im- ause of their iiijuriii'.is 
etl.'cts upon iocii'ty at ifirge through 
ilios" who use them to excess. It is 
not of mTich advantage to quarrel wfth 

;^iven it. Becaui-e after all. usage de- 
leiiiiicea and modilics the meaning of 
wiirds continually. But it is almost a 
pity that the word temperance has 
lome to be so generally used in this 
liiirticular r.eiise, that some other word 
or i)hr:;se has not been adopted by com- 
'i^oii eonscnt. It is apt to obscure t!ie 
uieaaiug of the word in reference to 
othor things, iFor the word tempei- 
aiuo has not originally and strictly to 
do with abstention from evil things, but 
^vith the proper enjoyment of things 
which are good in themselves, but tho 
excessive indulgence in which is evil 
and injurious. Temperance is tlie regu- 
lat(u- of our enjoymenis. It forbids 
nothing cccopt excess. Things wrong 
in themselves are outside its sjilieie. 
There can be no teniiierance in wrong- 
doing. There may be, often is, intem- 
perance in doing and enjoying neutral 
things; and the excess is a form of evil. 
There is no more common error than the 
iTiuioii that to ul^staiui altofeilivr Irum 
lining tilings which done to excess CllWy 
evil Willi them, Is in itself a virtue. 
This is the heresy of asceticism. It is 
ii.'i if a man ivcre to cUiini credit for 
starving himself because gluttony is a 
vice, and one of the seven deadly sins; 
and were to look down upon the man 
who keeps his body in sound health by 
a juilirious use of ilip gifts Of nature 
and providence. We knew a man once 
who prided himself upon the fact that 
during hia whole life he had a1)stalncd 
from tho use of tea, coffee and tobacco. 
We could understand a man doing that 
who thought the uso of either tea, cof- 
fee or tobacco sinful. 'But we fail alto- 
gether to ee any virtue at all, and least 
of all, any virtue of temperance, in 
anyone who liail not the most positive 
ethieiil convictions on the subject, how- 
ever wrongly founded these ethical con- 
victions might be. Asceticism is the in- 
teiii()eranee <if abstention, over-iiidiil- 
geiiee the intenijierance of use. We do 
not know whether the one is less ad- 
mirable ethically than the other. It is 
a (piestion for casuists to decide. But 
we do believe that if extreme asceticism 
were as common as extreme ovor-iudul- 
genee, it also woulii lead to very grave 
abuses. Temperance is a (luiiliiy rela- 
tive to each individual. In eating, for 
instance, what would be gross iutem- 
pciiiiicL- in a man of weak stomach, 
would be the most npprovable modera- 
tion in a mini of the opiiosiie constitu- 
tion. Forty-liv(> may sigh for the lob- 
ster supiiois mid Welsh rabbit of twen- 
ty-live, bill it sins grievously against 
itself if it iiidulL-es in them, luid under- 
goes ii ijcniinii ial nigliliiiare. 1'he r'-iil 
use of temperance is tn keep the mind 
s'liiiiil in a healthy body, in order that 
I'oth may do their appointed work in 
tills worlil and do it well. The truly 
temperate iinni lias no misgivings. He 
has gained the great victory over life in 
having loiirnt to rule himself. In youth 
ho has been eager and impulsive with- 
out the sorrows of self-indulgence and 
its dreadcl enVets, His niiihile life liiis 
been a period of solid acpomplishinent 
and valuable work. In old age he is 
restful and contemplative, no longer re- 
iiuirin- to set that guard against the 
vicilcLce of his iiiissiniis, which has se- 
cured for him his present period of 
serenity. And so, having made a good 
necoiint of his life, be is ready to bar- 
gain with Death for a quiet dismissal.

Then again at the E. & N. siding largo 
ore bins are being constructed and all 
modern imiirovenients for loading large 
quantities of ore are being pushed to 
completiou, this work being in charge 
uf J. Mclb iCampbell, of 'Duucans. 

At the mine itself the new saw mill 
is turniug out lumber and a large gang 
of men is kept busy building roads and 
getting out logs for the mill, while sev- 
eral carpenters are busy framing the 
sawn timbers for use in the stopes aud 
main shaft which arc being steadily 
developed.

Tliis volmue is a cmUri'ljutiou to tliu 
history of tlie irausitioii Navy. At a 
time when tho Admiralty weie in two 
miuds betiwCen sails and uteam and be- 
tween -wood auU iron, the British Navy 
twas iu a -cliryimlis copditiQU. Couiuiuu- 
der Xorman's volntuc is a record of u 
long commission on tbe China -and Pa- 
cii&c Stations, >vhicb be describes' us in- 
teresting and orentful. The ship which, 
bore tbe fortunes of our author was H. 
/M.'S. 'rribuiie, of thirty-oiie guns, 1,570 
tons, and 300 horse;i)ower, a typical 
woodou screw steaiu frisate of the trans- 
itional iieriod of tho Navy. The otit- 
goin;^ rii;,'!! of sail and the iucominj; 
reigu or steam were both representtul 
OD the Tribune.

Hut the events ill xvhieh he took a share 
lire tiMi ini|iortaiil in ' llieiiiselves to en- 
able the veriest tyro's treatment of 
them to escape some eleiuouts of inter- 
est.

On Koiii^' over the side 
bi> reniiiidcd his licuteuaiit that no more 
lAuicrican tiviops were to ho allowed to 
land on San .Iiian. The captain had 
hardly been absent for more than an 
hour when a I'nired States troopslii]i. 
■^vith about 2.">(1 soldiers, steaineil into 
tho harbor and preiiareil to land the 
troops. The eoiiiniandin;; officer of the 
rTribuiio iininediatuly , sent a lieutenant 
With his eomplinieiits to explain to the 
'Amoriean coiiimaiider that his orders 
were to permit no more .\iiierican troojis 
to laiiil. "Well, sir." replied the cap- 
tain, nothin;: disconcerted, "I suess I'll 
have to land these troops." ■ Our au- 
thor thus expresses his emotions : 

H<iyle was not the inaa to hesitate 
Ions in such an emergency. "iWhatever 
botldo," his course clearly was to carry 
out his captain's orders; so, after a turn 
or two up and down the deck, ho was on 
the point of making' immediate prepara- 
tions to do so, when providentially, with 
the timeliness of tlie appearance of a re- 
prieve, in a melodrama, H.M.S, Plimi- 
X)cr was seen steaming towards tlie iiort 
and sifrnalllng vigorously. What .sig- 
nal? Painful suspense, but nolhiie,- to 
be done till it was made out. Five min- 
tltes more— ten. "Widl, signalman, 
make it <uit yetV" "Yes, sir. Annui 
Governor's onlers about landing AmcH- 
ciin troops. Hurrah I" 

The troops wore Inndeil. Those of my 
readers who have uinlerfrono the strain 
of responsibility will reali'/.o the intens- 
ity of the relict which that signal 
liroiiu'ht to our commanding offic-er's 
mind, indeed to all of us. 

('.iimniaiider "Nnrniau s.'iys that these 
details have not appeared before. The 
•jireseiit writer can testify to tho fact 
that tlioy are .iHirfectl.v well known on 
both sides of the Straits of San Juan 
do Fuca.

I 'An pxceedin!,'Iy huinornus dcsi ript imi 
of the troubles of a country editor is a 
ipaper read ibefore the. Publicity Club in 
Seattle by 0. K. Yerkes. lie begins by 
explaining how he became a country 
editor: as follows. 

When I came West, somewbere be- 
tween the ages of utter vacancy and in- 
coniprohensibillty, 1 intended fully to be- 
C'liiie a ^'oal miner. Not one of those 
kind who work with a pick and nhovel, 
but one of those fellows who occupy 
I'.'ii'lnr \ at the hotel and have iiothiiif; 
but money. Ilavin;: some kiiowiedKe of 
tlie prim in;,' business, giiiiieil by an aji- 
pi eiiiirf.«hip of five years. I concluded, 
leiwfver, t\i en^a^e in that. I could sou 

e.iter ■ possibilities in it in the ^\^ny of 
siiiiplvin;; the needs of a ktiawiiiLT and 
yearniijir appetite, wUicli has never for- 
s.'iken inc. 

1 lieriiuie a cniintry editor in due time. 
I iiiif-'lit have been a city eiiitor. bin ,it 
Iliat time Haiia. Henry Wattersoii, 
Ceor;,-!' \Vashin;;tnn (Uiilds and others 
si enied to be doiii;; all that was reiiuireil 
>■!' llu iii .in the city lields— so 1 stayed 
closer at home and beeaiin.' a ciumtry 
editor. 

Among the depressing incidents in a 
countr.v editor's life ho cites this: 

Another depressing incident in a coun- 
tr.v cilitor's life is to write something 
nice of tho bridegroom and then have it 
appear in typo like an account of a bull 
■iiglit. A city editor gets around these 
troubles. He either blanies it on a re- 
jiorter iir el.'!0 makes it dillieult for the 
indignant subscriber to get action on him. 
Oner I ivrotc a line senil-oll' for Ike 
iSilversiiiiili, who haiU married a large 
Widoxv with a small sou: It n?a(l: '"Ike 
'Silvi-rsiuiih, our cheap-priced eiitcrpris- 
jng tailor, returned last week with his 
7ipwiy-iiiMde bride and her son. Mr. 
Silviu'siiiith's aconaintauces are congrat- 
ulating him on his acquisition, and joy 
prevails whi.'re once was gloom." I'os- 
eibly at my more mature years I can 
write a better notice than this, but 
Hvhether I cau or not, a facetious com- 
positor corrected it to an extent that 
jjave me niany weary and soul harrowing 
iuome:its. When the paper was iu the 
post ollico. a friend came in and pointud 
to the item. It road: 

"Ike Silversmith, our cheap, uucntor- 
prising tailor, returned last week with 
iliis bride and ]>ewly-mad© son. Mr. 
iSilversmith's friends "are condoling with 
him upon thO; imiuisition .and-a jag pro- 
vails where' once "was gloom." 



I could picture no fury as ^reat as 
Iko's. I saw hiiu iu my sleej) and he 
was armed with a life-sized club. I ino- 
iiiontaril.v expected him to coma into tho 
otllce anil Ihetv club ine to a pulp. Four 
days I lived in horror like a hauuted 
criminal. Finally I veuturcd forth in tha 
oiieii air, and in turnujg' the first corner 
ruu right into the arms of tho man I 
have so uialignantly villiliod. Uttor au- 
nihilatiou stared mo in the face. My 
time had come. I saw tiwift aud speedy 
linish. lie grabbed mu by the hand. 
Thero was a pause, an omjnous pause — 
then, lifting his voice he Balds JThat 
'was a fine notice you give mo. 'Sav« me 
six copies of the paper." 1 had beeu 
jolfljod by the comiiositor, who^changsd 
the wording in just one paper apd then 
bad It presented to my \iff\y, ■ 

On another occasion he made use of 
the 'Avord "sapient." 

It was there that I took occasion to 
use the word "sapient." I was a nice, 
new word to me, so I lost no timo get- 
ting it into print. On a country paper 
one has to throw in big words once iu 
a while to maintain a blulf iit bolus 
scholarly. I said that "'.Muggins ^lur- 
phy," the "sapient scout," was in town. 
Thero was a young la'w'yer occupying the 
oirico with me, and when I -vvas out ho 
olllciatod— especially if there Tvas any 
cash to take iu. When this scout ap- 
peared my friend the lawyer met him 
with a smile, told him he was the editor 
aud got a most beautiful drubbing. The 
scout met me as he came out and 'said: 
"No man cau call me a sap head and 
lint be callod down." For the truth of 
this incidcut, I can relor you to a law- 
yer who is now doing business in Seat- 
tle aiui has a very fervid recollection of 
the episode. 

He winds tip his entertaining descrip- 
tion iu a inoi-aliziug vein: 

Tho troubles of a country editor arc 
many. Tho city editor does not come 
ill direct contact with his patrons. 'L'he 
days 'of IJieeley, I'owles, Thnrlow 
Wei'd and those otlier great editors who 
swa.ved thousands "by their pens, have 
le. 'J'he eity editor is uuknowu, iiu- 
lioiiored, unsung, lie is too often the 
rvaiit of some coriioratiou, iu the news- 
liaper business for liuaiicial or politi-'ul 
reasons. The inaga/.ineM have Bup- 
plaiited the big, intluoiicial dailies of our 
oiilh. 

Hut the country editor still lives, il" 
till lias an intluence. 11c is still retil, 
innetinies res|.ected, but seldom hoiior- 
il 'liy ijiolitical otllce. llt^ is before the 
public in a too jioAVerful lime light to ue 
suc eossful suitor for vote's. 'i lie 
niiilry eilitor not only writes the edi- 
torials, but the local happenings as v.eli, 
or seldom can he depend upon anyone 
Ise to do it with a nicety which is ,e- 
(liiired. If a fellow-townsmnn's bo.T 
gets into trouble he must speak of it or 
else the neighbors will accuse bim of 
cowardice aud thus his iuQuence will bo 
weakoutMl. At the same time he must 
not seriously offend the fond parent— for 
that means tbe loss of an advertlsomont 
or moral support?— and the average coun- 
try editor needs all the support ho cm 
get. He must hold up tbe county com- 
missioners, or loso tho county printiug. 
Ho must not fail to mention the lawyer 
who won his case or the doctor who 
cured his patient. Even,' waking mo- 
ment must be devoted to news gettiUL'— 
but it must bo the kind of news that 
does not .dTond. Tho successful country 
editor is a diiilomat, he must laugh 
with those who rejoice, he must Avcep 
with those who grieve. He must men- 
tion and cliiborate upon tho candy pnllg 
g'iveii by tho poor as well as ths rich. 
He must print dodgers for tho Methodist 
church as well as that oJ! the Episco- 
palian at a reduced price and give fre^i 
notice of the strawberry fp.stival. Tha 
churches of a small coiumunily put their 
religion on a begging and alms-taking 
basis. He iini.st inention his rankest 
enemy, support the party nominees aud 
Io(d; pleasant. He is expected to ilo more 
for nothing than any man in the com- 
munity, and the man for whom he does 
the iiio.^t will invariably say that be is 
taking the paper because lie wants to 
help tho town along. 

ille is expected to trade out his adver- 
tising space and his job work. But for 
all of tliSs he is a great deal to blame. 
A .self-respecting country cdii ir eun 
make tbe community respect him. He 
can compel tho churclies to pay him at; 
thev would the butcher, tbe grocer or 
the" baker. He can make the politician 
take him into account and he can make 
the merehaiit anxious to keep him in thei 
coinninnily. And wlion he has dou« 
"that the troubles whi<'h come to .loo 
many of tho country editors seldom ven- 
ture near.

Kleiiat was opposed to anytliing being 
done in Jiis country in the way of cxiim- 
iiiatioii than was necessar.v, and was 
opiiosed to any knowledge being acciuir- j 
ed about the White Pass at all, aud no 
ainount of i|Uestioiiiiig could elicit 
from him or his iieoiile any knowledge 
of it. 

As the transport of my stuff aii^ the 
proseciilioii of my survey I had brought 
up from Pyramid island, Cliilkat Har- 
bor reiiuired niy own immediate utteu- 
tioii. aud also that of all tho members 
of my party who had any experience in 
surve.v work, I could spare no man to 
go through the U'liite Pass and report 
on it but 't^aptaiii Mooro. Consequent- 
ly I decided to send him, if I could get 
anyone to accompany liim who knew 
the route.

Tells what every union 
in the town is doing, and no act of a 
union or iiieiiiber of a union is too siiiail 
tor a news item. I'cople buy a com- 
mercial paper fur news, not magazine ar- 
ticles; aud tlie same will apply to u 
labor paper. 

The Dominion Trades Congress will 
have a nasty (luoslion to deal with al 
the coming session, lo be hebl in Berlin, 
Out., in iSeptember. llepn'seniatiou has 
(been granted by Congress to oigani/.a- 
tions composed of employers as well as 
employees that have seceded from their 
international unions. Coiif,'ress will be 
asked to liroj) these unions from niein- 
bership. The likely l^'ea of the secedcrs 
will Ibe that tliey have cut away from 
.\iiiericaii institutions with the object of 
liuibling up miiional triiile-unionisui iu 
Canada, in Montreal there are two dis- 
tinct central labor bodies.

These are li;.nircs 
representing averages of tlie period from 
ISSl lo I'.KVl. In this time there were 
strikes, involving 117,r>u;i estab- 
lishments and throwing out uf cmploy- 
iiieiu (i, ll(,1.l>m wage-earners. Tlie aver- 
age duration of strikes was li!.8 days. 
The total wage loss to tho strikers was 
.'S'_'50,S0r.478; to the employers, $122,731,- 
121; two-thirds* of the losses falling on 
labor, one-third on the employer, but 
the result is modified Iiy the increase 
in wages that labor secures when a strike 
is successful. A little more than 2,S per 
CI lit. of the strikes were for higher 
wages; 11 per cent, for liigher waces ami 
fewer hours, and 11 per cent, for fewer 
hours alone. .'Sympathy strikes amounted 
to less than -1 per cent.; less than .'t per 
cent, were Hgaiiisl the employment of 
non-union men, nnd less than 2. per cent, 
to compel n recognition of the union, 
and of this last class 87 per cent, failed.

PORX PRODUCE 



In the past some olijectlous have been 
ra.s.'il oy the packers re the u.se ot fora.. 
plants aud roots for pork production, but 
the light of recent ciperlmeuts would seem 
to show their fears or objections ground- 
lcs.i; lu fact, the good luUueuce oC a cou- 
sl.lerablu jiortlou ot green feuU or roots lu 
tho ration oC a pig can scarcely be over- 
estlmaited. It has Iqng been known that 
skim milk has a most beueflclal Influence 
"pon tho thrift of the porker.s„ and qua 
Ity of the pork, oven when the iiniuunt 
fell forms only a small part of the ration. 
Green food an.I roots seem In a large meas- 
ure to be capable of supplementing the 
now — lu view of the tremendous expansion 
In tho Canadlau tiaeou Industry — unite lu- 
udequate supply of dairy by-liroducts, for 
use In pig feeding. The farmer whoso con- 
ditions permit, may go- even fuitlien than 
to use forage plants aa a supplementuvy 
food, lie may even make them the chief 
Item of JUs pig feed If he is careful to use 
a Kood proportion ot grain (oats, peas and 
barley) during the lait month of the Xecd- 
lu^' period. 

As the season is rather far advanced for 
an exhaustive discussion of forage crops 
suitable for this purpose, I shall conllue my 
remarks to such as are still .aeasonulble. 

Glover.— ProtoaWy no crop la better ad- 
apted to young plgg than clover, and a bit 
of clover used for this purpose will give 
very good returns. So far as our experi- 
ments go, the pork so produced Is of good 
quality. 

lliipe. — Of all the crops used hero so far 
for pasturing pl^'s, rape quite easily stands 
first. The principle points In Its favor are: 
(1) Its qufck growth; (2) Its ^vlde range, 
as It grows well on almioet aay kind of 
land; i.'t) Its long secsuu, as It may be 
sown as late as Septeiii'ber and still do 
fairly well; (1) Its evlilent palntabllltv, 
the pl(,'.s eat It greedily, an.I (.".) lis good 
effeet upon th.' .pinllty of the Ikicoii, iiro 
duclnij as Its doe.-^, nlimisi iiivarlahl,* a ;,'ooil 
firm carcass, liape may b.' .-xii.-ci.^.l lo 
lit for pastnrag.- fn.iii ij t.i .-s weeks from 
date of .sowing. Ii should he sown In 
rows about lit Inches apart, since when 
so grown it gives the gi-eutest return per 
acre, and Is best ttdapf<»d for paslurlu. 
It should bo sown fairly thickly In the 
rows, say, three lbs. ..f s.-ed per acre. ..Vn 
acre imiy be e.x|u>ct.'.l to carry froiii 
to to iilgs throiiijli a reason, ifep.-mflng 
on the season and fh.- comfit f. in of the 
crop wfien im- pl^;s are turned In. 

Vetches — V.'tches al.s.i arc valuable aa 
forage for swine, au.l may be, umk-r ex- 
ceptional cond'ltlous, sown late In the sea 
son. lihipeciaily Is this true of the hairy 
vetch, which species has tbfi peculiar qual- 
ity of growing up again after having been 
cut olT or eaten down. 

Oats. — I'robably no ;,'rei!ii crop wUj ;rlvo 
a better return In pork t-lian oats. They 
may be sown late or early lii th.' season 
at tile rate of or i; biisli.'is t.i the acre 
ami the pigs iiirne.l on about a month after 
tliey gerniinat.'. The fault; of this crop 
Is that It lasts only a short time, as It 
does not seem to bo able to recover when 
once eaten down. 

Artichokes — .\nother crop of great value 
for pork iirodiicllon Is the artichoke. It 
should bo sown late lu the fall or very 
earl.y lu the spring. The |)Igs may be al- 
lowed to r.'ed nil it In October ami the 
.'ariv spring. Th.-y will il.i the liarveslln^- 
tlienisclv.'s. 'I'lils Is a most exeelli-iit crop 
for brood sows In spring' and antuinn. 

.Mniost all varl.-lles of juicy fonige crops 
are sultu'ble for piirk production, tho sorts 
nientloued above bciug probably the best 
Iu Canada. 

The question as to the advisability ot nl- 
lowlii},' pl^'s to gi-iiz.', or shut ting In a small 
pen ami fe.'.ling tlicni the gre.-ii croiis, does 
not s.'.-ni to hav.- be.-ii positively s.'ttled 
yel. for while i,'i-.-ali-r .laily '^'iiiiis iiuy be 
exiiect.'d xvlier.' aiiliniiN are k.-pl In .-hL-^e 
ipiaricrs, flier.^ Is always the Item of ex- 
tra labor for cutting and carrylug the for- 
nge. 

Another Item of some Importance to the 

f.'c.ler Is tho comparative economy of win- 
ter and summer feed.liig of pigs. .V.^conlln;: 
t.i various experliii.>nts on.lucted here re- 
c.'utly, pork may he produccil at ali.uit #1 
per hundred poumls, live weight, less cost 
In summer than In winter. This seems to 
be due to less wst of creen feed, as well 
as to low temperature, which must bo 
overcome by food or by nrtltldal bent.
